REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose or teach the features including: a shield disposed in fixed position 
relative to the ablation element within a portion of the body portion for directionally 
reflecting electromagnetic ablation energy emitted through the outer surface, and a 
shield attached to said ablative element and disposed within said flexible body 
configured to reflect electromagnetic ablative energy to the surface of the heart through 
said contact surface and substantially prevent electromagnetic ablative energy from 
transmitting radially from said flexible body at locations other than said contact surface, 
and a flexible ablative element having a longitudinal axis and a shield affixed thereto 
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aligned along the longitudinal axis to reflect electromagnetic energy for emitting 
electromagnetic ablative energy along said longitudinal axis predominantly in a direction 
through the contact surface, said flexible ablative element and shield being slidably 
disposed within said lumen of said flexible body out of contact with the surface of the 
heart.
